“An eetimate of $154,000 for main- 
taiming the highway system. of the 
county, presented by County Surveyor 
Ralph R. Arnold, is being studied by 
the board of supervisors. In the 
meantime, County Auditor A. N. Sul- 
lenger is expected to submit an esti- 
mate which he is preparing. The 
two will be examined before any fig- 
ure is‘inserted in the budget. 

The board feels that good roads 
are essential to the county, and for 
that reason desires to make sure 
of the correctness of the estimates, 
the proposed assessment roll and 
other factors, in making an appro- 
priation. Arnold reported that a 40- 
cent rate to take in all five road 
districts of the county (should 
adopted. He 
be adequate. 

The estimate of Arnold showed 
that the money would be used as 
follows: Bond road maintenance, 
88.58 miles, $24,500; general fund 
road maintenance, 43.16 miles, $10,- 
000; shoulders on division 18, $30,000: 
funds to finish divisions 19 and 20, 
$90,000. 

Arnold stated that division No. 3, 
south of Byron, would need two 
miles of surfacing and four miles 
of shouldering to cost approximately 
$20,000. In @ivisions 5, 6, and 11 
and 12, between Walnut Creek -and 
Pittsburg, where two miles of surfac- 
ing and four miles. of shouldering 
were. alsox. te he would spend 
$20,000. road *\ maintenance, 
equipment, - consisting of roller and 
oiling ee $10,000 is needed.
